workers 
and persons in seasonal occupations 
who work less than ten months in the 
y ear are not covered by the new law. 
Agricultural laborers and others work­ 
ing for concerns employ ing fewer than 
six persons also fail to be protected. 
Of the 2 per cent of the wages of 
the workers collected by the state for 
the insurance fund, the workers pay 
one-quarter and the employ ers three- 
quarters. 
A worker with no depend­ 
ents draws 30 per cent of his usual 
wages when out of w o rk ; 35 If he has 
a family of two; 40 for a family of 
five and 50 if his family ex ceeds five 
in number. 
To be eligible for unem­ 
ploy ment benefits a worker must have 
been employ ed at least twenty weeks 
during the y ear immediately preceding 
his enforced idleness, and he must no­ 
tify the labor ex change within fTmr 
weeks after his discharge.

Henri 
Geeraert, 
lockkeeper of the sluices of Nleuport 
and hero of the first battle of the Yser, 
died in a hospital here after a long 
illness. 
On Christmas 
day , when he 
seemed near the point of death, he re­ 
ceived an award of the Cross of the 
Order of Leopold, in recognition of his 
action In opening the dikes in Novem- , 
her, 1P14, flooding the Yser battlefield 
and stopping the German udvan e. The 
honor acted as a tonic and Geeraert , 
revlvied for a time. 
It was after the surrender of Ant­ 
werp, when the German troops were 
advancing victoriously across Belgium, 
that G eeraert’s knowledge of the work­ 
ings of the Belgian sluice sy stem came 
into play , saving not only the Belgian 
army front complete destruction but 
bringing about the definite blocking of 
tin* road to Calais to the Germans. 
\\ !n*n tile sluices were opened the 
w ater began flowing into the fiat coun­ 
try along the eastern side of the rail­ 
road bank from Nieuport to Dix inude. ! 
At first its progress was not notice- 1 
able, the water being absorbed by the 1 
ground. 
Within 48 hours, however, the 
ground became juicy and a few hours I 
later the whole country was trans­ 
formed into a muddy plain with the 
German men and horses struggling des­ 
perately to free themselves from the ! 
entagling slime. 
Gradually the w ater began to rise 
above the ground, one foot, two feet, 
and at last three feet. 
A faithful ally 
of the Belgians, tin* flood paraly zed 
the Invader. 
When the Germans hud 
discovered what was going on It was 
too late. 
Many guns had to be aban­ 
doned and tlie German troops, caught 
by 
the 
rising 
waters, 
were 
either 
drowned In their trenches or, unable to 
return to solid ground, hud to sur­ 
render. 
By early November an artificial lake 
more than two miles wide acted as an 
effective barrier to the enemy from 
Nieuport to the north of Dix rnude. The 
first battle of the Yser was over and 
the Germans had met with a serious 
cheek. 
Geeraert, who was fifty -one y ears old 
at the time, together with Cogge, his 
companion sluicekeeper, supervised the 
operation of the sluices to admit the 
water and manipulated them in a way 
to avoid ex tending the inundation west 
of the railway bank, where the pene­ 
tration of the water would have 
ham­ 
pered the Belgian defenders, 
who se

bro ken 
a nd re-esta blished a t g rea t co st befo re 
the ex pedient o f o pening 
the sluices, a t
